WATER TRANSPORTATION'.

The necessity of water transporta
tion, such as would be afforded to the
Missouri valley by the improvement of
the Missouri river, has never been
more adequately stated than was done
by Hon. Oeo. C. Pratt, chairman of
the Missouri Railway Commission,
before the senate committee on inter-

state commerce. After an exhaustive
study of tho question of transporta-
tion he stated to the committee that
"he had found that our best railways
cannot afford to take freight at less
than five mills per ton per mile; but it.

can bo carried by water for one mill
per ton per mile with equal chances of
profit to the business." This state-

ment closely corresponds with tho re
sults realized on the lakes and the
Ohio and Lower Mississippi rivers, as
compared with competitive rail rates.
Mr. Pratt urged as one of its chief
advantages that the low rate gives
wider distribution to cheap commodi
ties and so enlarges the nmrket of the
producer and secures him steadier
values and better prices. He adds.
"soft coal, cord wood, hoop poles,
timber in the rough, sand, stone, brick,
clay, iron ore and many other articles
of great value in the aggregate are
worth less than five dollars per ton.
Lime, common lumber and salt, are
worth from f5 to $10; hay and grain
from $10 to $15; Irish potatoes, rye,
oats and barley $15 to $25; wheat
about $35; Hour about $50; cattle,
sheep and hogs a'xnit $100 ; groceries
from $100 to $200; cotton, $200;
wool, $500 ; coarse boots and shoes,
$1,000; ordinary cloths, $10,000, and
silks and fine linens, $.10,000. This is
the difference in the value of these
articles. If the market be 1,000 miles
away from the point of production tho
articles worth less than $100 per ton
must reach it by water if they get
there at all; and on nil worth less
than $100 the difference in water and
rail for that distance is an important,
item." s of the Missouri
valley as thus listed by Mr. Pratt are
all worth less than $100 per ton, afid
with the improvement of the Missouri
river would secure a rale of one-fift- h

that which is now paid, which would
give to them cither a corresponding
higher value or distribution live times
as great at present prices. From this
point of view the value of the improve-
ment of the Missouri river is incalcula-
ble.

Crisp's Public Career.
Charles Frederick Crisp, of Georgia,

was born'in Sheffield. England, on the
2fth of January, 115. His parents

MA 1

(MP

were visiting at the time and he was
brought by them to this country before
ho was a year old.

His early education was obtained in

the schools of Savannah and Macon,
the then leading cities the stale he
now represents in congress. He enlis-

ted in the Confederate army in the first

year of the war, and finally became a
lieutenant in the Tenth Virginia infan-

try, serving with his regiment until
May, ISC I, when he was taken prisoner
and carried to Fort Delaware. There
he remained until tho close of the war,
being released in June, 1805.

He at once returned to the home of
his parents at. Ellaville, in Georgia, and
after a brief interval began to read law
at Americas, being admitted to the bar
there tho following year and forthwith
commencing practice al Ellaville.

Promotion soon came to Mr. Crisp.
In 1K72 be was appointed solicitor-gener- al

of the southwest judicial circuit
and was again appointed in 1K7:i for a
four years' term. The same year
he made his home in Americas, where
he still lives, and in June, 1877, he
was appointed judge of the superior

In 1H7S he was chosen by the
general assembly for the same ollice,
ami in issi) he was for four
years, but resigned to accept the dem-

ocratic nomination for congress from
the third district.

The same qualities which brought
about his rapid advancement in the law
secured his equally pronounced success
in polities.
